Why is Illinois facing a water 
shortage? .Water." resources au- 
thorities point out there- is no 
"one reason".' The problem is a 
multi-faceted situation. Ohc sim- 
ple explanation Is illustrated by 
the volume of water used dally 
by Illinois residents.

A look at water usage in a 

metropolitan area is startling; It 
takos about. 30,000 gallons of 
water to produce u ton of steel; 
each person. - in Chicago uses 
about 250 gallons per day (and 
there; arc six million people .hi 
that . ' area) ; one . medium-sized 
office building can use as much 
as 15 million gallons of water 
per year simply in the air-condi- 
tioning system. 

Taken just as nonchalantly as 
the use of water is the waste of 
water. It is. estimated that mil- 
lions and millions of gallons -.of 



the precious resource "leaks" 
away each day. All that is need- 
ed is a leaky faucet, a broken 
water pipe, a lawn sprinkler left 
on too long, outdated plumbing, 
inefficient sewage systems or any 
number or other examples of. neg- 
lect. 

In Cook County, .it is estimated 
that more than 350 million gal- 
lons of water each day arc lost 
through wusle. In 19G6, it was 
reported that, the city of Joliet 
was losing almost 50 percent of 
its domestic water supply due to 
■underground leakage. 

•Two major factors contributing 
to vast wastes in water resourc- 
es are the failure to provide 
enough water in the right places 
-rand having too much water in 
tl|c .wrong places. 
• jTheJack of an a dequate num- 
ber of reservoirs to augment the 



flow of streams and to store 
water handicap, the correct dis- 
tribution of water resources. 
There aren't enough facilities 
throughout the state to transfclr 
water to places where it is need- 
ed, and .there- is a desperate lack 
of technical equipment available 
to convert water to various pur- 
poses. Many homes must depend 
on unreliable supplies, some 
areas have unsafe water resourc- 
es due tu bacteria or mineral 
content. 

Illinois now suffers an average 
of -30- million dollars a year -in 
flood damage. This figure is des- 
tined to rise as watersheds de- 
teriorate, open land is covered 
with houses and paving, and 
buildings are constructed on mar- 
ginal lands prone to floodign. 

In.' spite o f the vast uses ol_ 
water in the state each day, to 



say that Illinois suffers from. a 
water shortage is to oversimplify 
the situation. In reality, ,thc 
slate has three -times as .much 
water as residents are using. The 
problem arises in the purity of 
that available water and its loca- 
tion. 

In a never-ending cycle, water 
falls from the sky as precipita- 
tion—rain, snow, dew— and is re- 
turned to the atmosphere through 
evaporation and . the life process- 
es of plants. Some water cycles 
arc" completed quickly as when 
the precipitation falls as morning 
dew, "immediately evaporates, 
thenj^oon falls to earth -again. 
Other water is more permanently, 
associated with the ground in 
lakes and streams (which,- how- 
ever, lose tremendous quantities 
or water dully through evapora- 
tion). A drop of water that 



seeps deep underground into 
porous rocks may not complete 
the full cycle for hundreds of 
years. 

' Wherever it . may be in the 
cycle, the total supply of water 
remains the same. Illinois* water 
resources arc as large today as, 
when this area was a wilderness, 
and authorities estimate we will 
have the same amount of water 
2,000 years from now. Only the 
demand will increase and the us- 
able water will decrease as pol- 
lution "kills" the good water. 

The water in Illinois streams 
and under the ground, plus the 
dependable flow, of the Mississip- 
pi and Ohio Rivers and the water 
taken from Lake Michigan adds 
up to G3 billion gallons a day- 
more than three times the water 
we now use. But, this will' only

The 51 parks in the stale paik 
system were created by law, for 
purposes designated by law and 
rales are fixed by legislative 
action, notes the Illinois Stale 
Bar Association. 

The latest laws affecting the 
parks, according lo (he 1SBA, 
were enacted by the 1UG7 General 
Assembly which: 

1. Set a minimum daily fee 
of $100 for use of overnight camp- 
site facilities for a lent or trailer 
• previously (here was no mini- 
mum fee for such service). 

2. Raised the maximum au- 
thorized daily fee for a camp- 
site from $1.50 Lo $2:50. 

3. Created the .5 1st park. Sam 
Parr State Park in Jasper Coun- 
ty. (The park is already open to 
the public but facilities are lim- 
ited.) 

Although a higher maximum is 



authorized, the 1SBA said charg- 
es this season as set byiluTDc^ 
parlment of Conservation will be 
SkOO daily for a primitive, camp- 
site for cither -a tent or trailer 
and $1,50 per day for a modern 
campsite plus 25 cents daily for 
electrical service. ' ' 

. Forty-one of (he parks have 
camping facilities. There is no 
entrance charge to any of ihc 
parks^ 

One reason slated in the law for 
creation of I he parks is to pre- 
serve historic sites and relics 
connected with early pioneer or 
Indian history. Anyone who 
wishes to go exploring with a 
pick and shovel must obtain per- 
mission of llie authorities. Any 
application lo explore or exca- 
vate aboriginal remains is sub- 
ject to review by the Illinois 
Stale Museum.

Your Congressmcufi l 
Reports..... 

By Cong. Robert McClory 

The storm brewing about the 
United Stales Supreme Court 
should be viewed in broad per- 
spective. 

The cry of "cronyism at its 
worst" which followed the provl* 
siimal appointments of Mr. Jus- 
tice Abe Forjns as Chief Justice,' 
and the President's friend, Judge 
Homer Thornberry, as an Asso- 
ciate Justice, is 'mild when com- 
pared to.' the many tempestuous 
events of earlier days associated 
with our Supreme Court. 

The 1936 proposal of the late 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
to"puek" the Supreme Court (by 
adding . two additional justices) 
evoked a national campaign 
which dealt him the most stun- 
ning' legislative defeat In his long 
political career. The disclosure 
of Mr. Justice • Black's prior Ku 
Klux Klan membership occupied 
the headlines. for many weeks fol- 
lowing' his nomination to the 
Court, and his eventual confir- 
mation by the Senate, in 1937. 

Indeed, the charge of "crony- 
ism" seems only slightly . more 
.serious than the spasmodic de- 
mand to "impeach Earl- War- 
ren" or the threat to limit terms 
of Supreme Court .lust ices, 
neither of which has met with 
much public support. 

The United States Congress, 
however, _has expressed its dis- 
agreement with the Court by 
reenactment of the Internal Se- 
curity Act— designed to bar com- 
munists from employment in 
government and in defense In- 
dustries. Also, in the recent 
passage of the Omnibus Crime 
Bill, the Congress expressed its 
disagreement with the Miranda 
and other decisions that have 
hampered law enforcement of 
criminal suspects. 

It would appear that the v Su- 
preme Court Justices "hove read 
the election results"— or at least 
have become aware of the United 
State Congress.

The now move to abolish the 
Lake County Health Department 
is not expected to make much 
headway even if some brash 
members of the Lake County 
Board of Supervisors manage 
to get the elimination proposal 
on the- ballot in a recall refer- 
endum. Many of the people who 
fought for the establishment of 
the departmenet will don their 
armor and march forth in sup- 
port of it. 

The move to eliminate the de- 
partment is not wholly unexpect- 

Jcd,^ however, because autono- 
mous government departments 
such as the Health Department 
sometimes tend to get a little 
autocratic and too independent, 

. creating friction with the cqurily 
board which is, 'after all,.- the 
chief administrative body, of the 



county, m ~~ 

_ Actually the talk about abolish- 
ing the department is ground- 
work to bring the department un- 
der closer control . of the county 
board and is a tactic in the ma- 
neuver to bring all county health 
facilities under one control.. 

The Health Department and 
the. Lake County Tuberculosis 
Sanitor ium were created: by 1 ,, ref- 
erendum, have, their own taxing 
power, and are_ controlled prt 
mnrily by appointed boards.

general county tax revenue, fees 
paid by townships for residents, 
and state funds with control be- 
ing vested in county board com- 
mittees. 

Many county board members 
feel that activities and programs 
of the health facilities could be 
better coordinated and substan- 
tial savings could be effected if 
all departments were under a 
single committee. 

The Health Department and 
the Tuberculosis. Sanitorium have 
been something less than ecstatic 
at the proposal insisting that po- 
litical control would produce all 
sorts of: evils, although the past 
record, of the supervisors in op- 
erating the County Home and 
County. Hospital would' seem to 
indicate that 1 this would not be 
the case. 

The- Health r Department has 
stepped on many toes by. insist- 
ing on high standards in sanita- 
tion, restaurant. Inspection and 
other areas of safeguarding pub- 
lic health and its officials have 
not always been diplomatic .. in 
dealing with the public or the 
county* officials. 

The criticisms which might; be 
directed against the department 
are not severe enough, however, 
to warrant abolishing the- de- 
partment,.

To the surprise of many observ- 
ers, the Court last month upheld 
the right " of a. law enforcement 
officer to "stop and frisk" a 
criminal suspect. . This unexpect- 
ed decision gives validity to a 
bill passed by -the 75th Illinois 
General — Assembly — (S.B._17> - . 
which former Governor Otto 
Kerner vetoed under the misap- 
prehension that H was "unconsti- 
tutional." 

At about the same time, the 
Court astounded many of Its 
critics by upholding the validity 
of a Federal law providing pun- 
ishment of those who burn their 
draft cards. ' * 

The Court also surprised many 
persons by expressing " itself 
against pornography by. sustain- 
ing the right of a state to out- 
lay soles to juveniles .of certain 
obscene literature. 

While the Supreme Court con- 
tinues io be regarded as "lib- 
eral," there appears to.be a. new 
awareness on the part of the 
"nine old men" of the serious 
implications of today's disorders 
—and violent dissent. The so- 
called "cronies" whom President 
Johnson has nominated to the Su- 
preme Court are certainly, no 
more nor less "liberal" than 
Chief, Justice Warren. What their, 
attitudes will be in the future— 
and how their decisions wilt meet 
the standards that liberals and 
conservatives may erect — re? 
mains to be seen. 

There can he no doubt, that, the 
Supreme Court is experiencing a 
revolution both on and off the 
bench.'

O. Swank. "However, Ihc exact 
resumption date cannot be esti- 
mated at this lime."

Smothers, supporter of the bill 
in, the. Senate', and Congressmen 
Samuel S.'Strattdn and Peter W. 

Mc- 
Clory, bill in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The other Senator 
sponsor, Senator , Everett Dirk-
